Derailment Caused Either by Train 


Wreckers or Defective Steel— Sev­ 


eral of the Injured Probably Will

I.ess than nu hour after tho girl had 
gone a group of boys sitting on the op­ 
posite side of the street noticed flames 
shooting from a. window on the south 
side of the Kopilovich house. 
One of 
them tu rn ed in an alarm, while the 
others attem p ted to b a tte r in th e door 
of the burning building. 
Before

headway toward getting into the house 
Detective Sergeant C. F. Ryan arrived 
and effected an entrance 
T hey found 
the interior of th e place full of smoke. 
T he sergeant found the th ree boys in 
one bed-in a small room off from the 
kitchen, at the rear of the building. 
He carried out Jakie, the youngest of 
the three, and then wrent hack and got 
■he other two. 
Jakie was taken first 
to the central station 
and then was 
put into the ambulance, hut ho died 
on reaching the hospital.

This h a v e s two m ore to qualify if 
the defense should see tit to exercise 
its last challenge. 
T hat they will do 
so is admitted by counsel, but it is not 
expected th.'U there will he Tim oh dif 
Acuity in qualifying th e two men out 
of the talesmen yet to he examined 
As soon 
as a jury 
is secured 
the 
case for the state will he opened by 
Tames 
TI 
Hawley, leading 
counsel. 
This, the first gun In the real engage­ 
ment. will be a lengthy recital of the 
position taken by th e state of Idaho 
In the effort to prove that Haywood 
together with Mover, Pettibone, Simp 
kins and Orchard, were responsible for 
the death of F ra n k Steunenberg on the 
night of Dec. 3D, 1905. 
This openln 
address to the jury 
will he the first 
official 
outlining of 
th e case 
of the 
prosecution. 


Speculation Has Been Rife. 


Ever since the arrest 
of Haywood, 
Moyer and Pettibone, speculation has 
been rife and innum erable statements, 
more or less well founded in fact, have 
been published. 
Tt is true, however, 
that except in the most general way 
no authoritative statem en t has been 
given out. 
It Is now 
nearly sixteen 
m onths since H a rry Orchard, who by 
his own confession, it is alleged, is tin' 
assassin of F o rm e r Governor Steunen- 
berg, made a sworn statem en t Implicat­ 
ing what is called th e “Inner circle” 
of the W e ste rn Federation of Miners 
in the plot to m u rd e r S teunenberg and 
In a series of crim es extending over 
m any years. 
Intimation 
of what Orchard 
has 
stated in his confession has come from 
one source and a nother 
In tho past 
year, hut it may he stated positively 
that very little Is known of the con­ 
tents of the confession. 
Tt Is believed 
th e state has 
In re­ 
s e r v e much to corroborate O rc h a rd ’s 
testimony. 
O rchard will be a witness, 
but attorneys for the state do not p ro ­ 
pose to 
rely entirely upon 
his evi­ 
dence. 
Every point h earing on Haywood's 
connection with th e actual m urder of 
SD unenberg must the lawyers openly 
state lie corroborated before th ey can 
hope to prove their case. 
Tn the work 
of 
securing 
ibis 
corroboration 
the 
Pinkerton detective agency has figured 
largely. 
Captain Ja m e s MoPartland, famous 
as the principal figure In many detec­ 
tive stories of real life within the past 
tw enty years, h a s directed the work. 
He says he believes he has a complete 
case. 
Defense Has Been Busy. 


On the other hand, 
the defense of 
Haywood ha s been as busily at work 
as tin* prosecution. 
Scores of detec­ 
tives have followed 
every clue and 
every intimation of what the Pinker 
ton agency was doing. A large amount 
of money, estim ated at $5( 0.fido, has 
been subscribed by the m em b ers of 
the W estern Federation of Miners, an 
organization with 75,000 members, and 
by other labor organlzafIons th ro u g h ­ 
out tin* country. 
T he hest legal talent 
has been se ­ 
cured in their behalf and six lawyers 
are dally in court actively conducting 
the case. while two or three others are 
in reserve. 
Counsel for the d e f e n s e 
claim 
that O rc h a rd ’s 
implication of 
their clients was made out of whole 
cloth and that the W e ste rn Federation 
of Miners had nothing to do with tile 
Steunenberg assassination. 
E. F. Richardson, a prominent a tter 
nev of Denver, will open for the d e ­ 
fense, but it Is understood that it lias 
been agreed that the case for the <1*- 
fense will not he shown until after the 
case of the prosecution 
is all in. 
It 
m ay therefore be several weeks before 
Mr. Richardson delivers 
his opening 
address. 
It is conceded th a t the introduction 
of evidence for th e state, and especial­ 
ly tho testim o n y of Orchard, will he 
contested 
at every point. 
This 
m ay 
mean probably th a t tho state will not 
be 
able 
to 
conclude 
under 
th re e 
weeks or possibly thirty days._ Tire

Attem pt to Find Profitable Use For a 
Wasted Pro d u ct. 
Newfoundland whalers, seized with a 
spirit of enterprising economy, are re 
ported to be attempting to place whale 
hide on the market for Lae manufac­ 
ture of whale leather, says the London 
Express. 
It is not surprising that such an at­ 
tempt should be made, 
it must vex 
the spirit of any whaler of well bal 
anced mind to see after all the hard­ 
ship and danger of his calling an enor­ 
mous aud altogether disproportionate 
bulk of his quarry cast away. 
From a large right whale of, say, 
forty five to fifty feet in length about 
250 barrels of oil and one aud three- 
quarter tons of baleen, or whalebone, 
may Ive obtained. 
The remainder of 
the gigantic carcass, which may Ive as 
much as fifty tons, has hitherto beeu 
considered useless. 
The average whale hide if laid out 
on the ground would cover a surface 
of nearly 1,500 square feet, at which 
rate one whale if its hide could be 
made into boots and shoes would well 
stock a west end (London) boot shop. 
It is also hoped that the intestines 
of the whale will be made remunera­ 
tive. This product is described as very 
thin and tough and suitable for glove 
manufacturers. Regarding the use of 
whale for glove making, a London 
firm gave their opinion that the only 
satisfactory skin yet found for fine 
gloves Is goatskin. 
“ It is not unlikely, however,” they 
said, “ that whale intestines could be 
manufactured into good motoring and 
driving gloves, fo r which reindeer tit 
present holds the field against all other 
skins. 
“ At various times many skins have 
been tried, such as the skins of croco­ 
diles, cats, pigs, calves, 
lambs and 
even rats. 
Many of the men’s cheap 
dress gloves on the market are made 
In Naples of tho skins of the local 
j sewer rats. 
But practically all the 
skins 
mentioned 
have 
been 
found 
treacherous. Glove skins must not on­ 
ly be pliable, but also perfectly tough 
and firm, once they have to be sewed 
up right at the edge. 
If whale intes­ 
tines be found to possess these three 
qualities no doubt there would quickly 
I be a market for whale gloves.”
